The jail has been well filled with 
prisoners for some days and it has 
been necessary to put two in some of 
the cells.

On account of the many prisoners 
in the jail, the sheriff has put a re ­ 
striction on the freedom he formerly 
allowed the men in his charge ami 
they are confined to their cells or the 
corridor all the time, so thut they did 
not use any other 
prisoner to pur­ 
chase the saw with which 
they evi­ 
dently cut through the confining bars. 
There have been many visitor* to the 
jail and it is believed 
that 
one of 
these took the saw which gave the 
men the necessary means to cut their 
way out. 
On Sunday morning it was at once 
found th at the soldiers were gone. 
They had sawed through a horizontal 
iron bar, arui through an upright bar 
of 
the 
same 
sort. 
F urther 
work 
would have given them a larger open­ 
ing but the boys evidently 
did not 
want to luke any chances a t being 
caught and having the results of their 
work go for naught, so they crawled 
out, dressed, and went over the wall. 
Sheriff H artm an believes that they 
had outside help in getting away. 


The escape is generally regarded 
as a foolhardy trick. N either one of 
ttie soldiers was up against u very 
serious charge, and they would likely 
have been givun light civil sentences 
or turned over to the m ilitary authori­ 
ties with a full record of their of­ 
fenses. 
Now they are at large ami, iii all 
probability, ale regarded by the mili­ 
tary officer:, as deserters, which, in 
tim e of war, is a particularly grave 
offense and when they are caught— 
which undoubtedly will be before long 
-—they will face severe punishment.

Ottoman Butchers Slay Inhabit­ 
ants, Seeing Their Own 
Doom Is Sure. 


WOMEN'S FATE IS TERRIBLE 


Eftuatlon In Palestine Most Serious 
•Inca War Began—Germany Ex­ 
ercises No Restraining Influ­ 
ence on Her Turk A llies 


Cairo, Egypt.—The situation in Pal­ 
estine Is the most serious since the 
war began. 
A scheme for the looting 
Bf Jerusalem is already being execut­ 
ed and throughout the country

Turk has embarked on a calculated 
policy of plundering and killing the 
native Inhabitants, so that lf they are 
forced to vacate the country they will 
leave behind them a desert.
